Racing on 14 miles from the Tar- 
quinia-Vetralla line, the Fifth Army 
seized Tuscania, while across the 
‘Appennines in the Adriatic sector 
the German retreat gained momen- 
tum under the impact of an Eighth 
Army assault.

LONDON, June 10.—(CP) — A 
Finnish communique, quoted by |

Man Killed When

Armored Column Reported 
10 Miles from Cherbourg

LONDON, June 10.—Canadian forces “have thrown in an 
exceptional amount of armor” southwest of captured Bayeux in 
the Normandy invasion area “and have made some slight advances, 
the Vichy radio said tonight, as German reports told of an Allied 
armored column having driven to within 10 miles of the great 
French port of Cherbourg. 

The Vichy report said that “large-scale tank clashes have 
been going on all afternoon below Bayeux,” but claimed that Ger- 
man armored counter-thrusts have prevented any “serious” break- 


through. 


Reports of the great tank battle came on the heels of Allied announce- 
ments of the capture by Americans of the French coastal stronghold of Isigny 
and Trevieres, midway between Isigny and Bayeux, and the British-Canadian 


seizure of St. Croix. 

Meanwhile, the Berlin radio said 
that “in the face of fresh paratroop | 
landings south of Valognes, the | 
German command has withdrawn 
its spearheads to a shortened de-| 
fence line south of Montebourg.”| 
Montebourg is 15 miles southeast | 
of Cherbourg. | 

An earlier Berlin broadcast | 
had declared that Allied troops 
had launched a large-scale attack 
aimed at capturing Cherbourg. It 
said “Allied military strength 
assembled in the Caen-Bayeux 
sector has been thrown in the 
direction of Cherbourg.” 

All Canadians in Normandy are 
engaged in the eastern sector where 
the British 6th Airborne division is 
operating, it was disclosed. A Can- 
adian senior officer, meanwhile, 
identified Canadian paratroopers 
as a battalion which trained at Fort 
Benning, Ga. 

British and Canadian forces drove 
through St. Croix, about seven 
miles southeast of captured Bayeux 
on the highway to Caen, and pushed 
nearly two miles south of the high- 
way to the vicinity of Conde-Sur- 
Seulles, 11'2 miles west of Caen,

inactivity. 

In the 12 hours up to noon the 
Allies had flown nearly 3,500 sorties 
including the night activity, dump- 
ing perhaps 5,000 tons of bombs on 
German strong points. 

One phase of the air battle 
shifted to the sea, where bomb- 
ers operating under the R.A.F. 
coastal command were flying 
ceaseless patrols in search of U- 
boats revealed to be threatening 
to attack the Allied lines of com- 
munication to the continental 
beachhead. 

While the R.A.F. heavy bombers 
were pounding four air fields 
northern France fliers, only 30 
miles south of the battle line be- 
fore Caen; Rennes, Laval and Le- 


mans—a force of mosquitoes struck | 


at Berlin for the first time since 
May 27. They dropped more than 
30 two-tone bombs in a lightning 
atiack just before 1:30 a.m.

Courses to Start 
In. September 


Mrs. J. J. Ower, commandant 
of the Edmonton detail of the 
Canadian Red.Cross Corps, ap- 
pealed Saturday for 30 young 
women to register for V.A.D. 
classes commencing in Septem- 
ber. She stressed the need for 
trained voluntary workers to | 
assist in short-staffed city hos- | 
pitals, 

“Now that the invasion has start- 
ed and the wounded will be return- 
ing home,” said Mrs. Ower, “V.A.D, 
workers are even more urgently 
needed,” 

Volunteers must be between the 
ages of 18 and 40 and have high 
school matriculation or the equival- 
ent and must be physically fit. The 


course, which lasts three months, 
consists of one class weekly in 
nursing and hospital procedure. 


Classes, which will be conducted at 
the Royal Alexandra and University 
hospitals, will be under the di- 
rection of training school nurese. 

Students are given oral exam- 
inations at the end of the course, 
after which, if successful, they 
enter the hospitals for further 
training, They supply their own 
uniforms, consisting of a blue 
hospital dress, white aprons with 
a Red Cross on the bib, white 
cross veil, white cuffs, brown 
shoes and stockings. 

After completing the 200 hours 
required for “group A members” 
or the 80 hours required for “group 
B members,” students receive Red 
Cross certificates entitling them to 
serve as V.A.D.’s in provincial hos- 


pitals, ;

This battery has been engaged 
without let-up since landing on 
the beachhead and the men say 
their Canadian-made guns are 
working beautifully. There has 
been no German retaliatory fire 
in this sector but the Germans 
have been shelling the beach 
areas today with long-range ar- 
tillery.

BARCELONA, Spain, June 10, 
(AP)—Border reports reaching 
here early today said central 
France was well on the way to- 
wards chaos as a result of the 
Allied invasion of Normandy, 
German fears of a new Allied in- 
vasion of the French Mediterran- 
ean coast, and the threat of a gen- 
eral French uprising in the Vichy 
region.

A Decisive Victory 


The battle south of Rome apparently 
decided the fate of peninsular Italy at one 
stroke, From coast to coast the enemy is in 
swift retreat, with the Fifth and Eighth 
armies in hot pursuit. 

Reports are that “considerable disor- 
ganization” is showing itself among the 
fleeing Nazis. There is little prospect that 
Kesselring can-gain time enough to reor- 
ganize his mauled divisions and make an- 
other stand short of the prepared positions 
along the Po, or at least on a line through 
Florence, near the head of the peninsula, 
Rommel is by no means likely to weaken 
his strength on either the western or east- 
ern front in order to send reinforcements 
to Italy, and without reinforcements Kes- 
serling can hardly set up a make-shift 
defence line. 

With the peninsula cleared of the 
enemy, our air force would obtain bases 
300 miles nearer Germany than the Foggia 
airfields, and nearer also to the northern 
Balkans and southern France. Both Vichy 
and Hungary would then lie within range 
of fighter planes, while the bombers could 
carry heavier loads of explosives into these 
areas in proportion to their lighter loads 
of gasoline. 

The object of the stubborn resistance 
put up by the Nazis in central Italy was 
to keep the Allies as far as possible from 
the border of Germany and from impor- 
tant points in the satellite and subject 
states. That purpose has been decisively 
frustrated. This is the more significant 
because Hitler would have sacrificed any 
number of men to keep the battle going 
there. He is not doing so only because he 
has not the men to Spare. 

The battle south of Rome was one of 
the decisive engagements of the war. All 
Italy south of the mountainous northern 
region is rapidly falling into Allied con- 
trol as the outcome of that smashing blow.

Re-Shuffling Labor 


Manpower in Canada is to be combed 
over again, to find out how many men can 
be released for military service, and how 
many are doing jobs from which they can 
be spared for more important work. All 
males between the ages of 16 arid 40 are 
to be brought under the survey, who are 
engaged in industries other than agricul- 
ture. And 500,000 who were rejected for 
military service are to be placed in jobs 
of maximum importance. Consideration is 
to be given to those who are relegated to 
lower wage work, 

No doubt this will bring another chorus 
of complaint from some quarters that the 
manpower problem must be badly handled 
Since it is necessary to go over the lists 
every once in a while and replace consider- 
able amounts of labor, 

In point of fact there is probably less 
re-shifting done in Canada than is done 
as a continuous process in Germany or 
Russia, where the state is in full control 
and everybody goes where he is told to go 
and when. Occupations which were of 
first-rate importance a year ago are less 
important now. The flow of any particular 
kind of wartime product is not constant 
nor always in proportion to needs. The 
needs vary, and so does the output. 

Men have to be changed from one kind 
of work to another, or from one place of 
employment to another, to keep the whole 
machinery of production, transport and 
distribution moving in fair relation to the 
requirements of the time. These processes 
of making and delivering the things needed 
by fighting forces and the civilian popula- 
tion never did and never will attain 100 per 
cent efficiency, in Canada or anywhere 
else. 

But two facts stand out as proof that 
the distribution of manpower in Canada 


has been earried through at a high level 
of success. Our output of war supplies has 
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won the admiration of the world, And 
Canadians at home are better fed than any 
other pgople on earth. These facts did not 
just “happen”; and they are certainly not 
evidence of muddlnig.

It has the further advantage of being se- 
cure against enemy attack save by air or 
submarine. Cherbourg used to be a port of 
call for ships leaving Portsmouth for this 
continent. It is probably destined to share 
soon in a greater cross-Channel activity 
than its people ever dreamed about.

\ visit to the West confirms the truth of what has been heard, Here 
the prairies do extend mile upon mile, just as the visitor has been told, 
and in the mountain areas, the ruggedness and grandeur of the hills 
not only invite one to gaze on far-off and lofty horizons, but bring a 
sense of the larger liberties that belong to the uncramped and 
unconfined, 

All this may very easily be taken as a parable of the place, or 
function of religion in life. It invites one to think in terms of the high 
and noble. There is so much in the day-to-day routine of the life of 
any one of us that cramps and enslaves mind and spirit, that we are 
continually and gravely in need of the uplifting power of a great 
religious faith, This alone can save us from the grip of those fears 
and prejudices that possess us and the temptations to live on the 
plane of the purely animal. The whole wealth of the Master's teaching 
and the example of his gloriously heroic life, remind us again and 
again of this high quality of the Christian faith. The call of far-off 
horizons is a call to high thinking, noble faith and worthy living. 

Two boys had been born and reared in the mountains. One day 
they came down to a little town at the foot of the hills far below them. 
There, for the first time, they saw an eagle imprisoned in a cage in a 
shop window. To those lads wno had only known the eagle as a bird 
of free and lofty flight, it was unbearable to think of him being shut 
up in a cage, After much persuasion, the shop keeper agreed to let 
the bird go. Then, as they watched him fly away on strong wings, one 
of them said to the other, “Joe, an eagle was never meant to be 
chained, was he?” 

So, too, the great spirit of man was never meant to be chained to 
the petty and the purely temporal and material. Wide as the sweep of 
the prairies should be his vision, taking in God and heaven; high and 
strong as the mighty mountains, should be the faith that sustains him.

DOMINATION OF SKIES 

No static fortifications have been 
able to withstand concentrated 
aerial bombardment or the com- 
bined fire power of aircraft and 
warships once the domination of 
the skies above has been establish- 
ed. The Germans and the Japanese 
demonstrated this over and over 
again and in the past year we have 
ourselves been making the demon- 
stration by overcoming Japanese 
fortified islands in the Pacific 
where the enemy could not match 
us in the air. Besides, static forti 
fications can be flanked, isolated 
and left behind. 

Neither German hopes based on 
ground obstacles nor Allied fears 
on this score have any justification 
in fact. They are, indeed, largely 
psychological hangovers from a 
past military epoch, The decision 
must be made—perhaps has al- 
ready been made—in the skies, 

In the light of air power reality, 
I therefore stick to what I have 
repeatedly emphasized in these dis 
patches: Unless Hitler has enough 
air power to inflict a decisive dam- 
age on our expeditionaryy forces 
in transit and at embarkation 
points, or to strand our forces in 
an early stage of the proceedings 
by severing Our supply lines, his 
speedy defeat is in the cards.

| The German edicts included an 
order forbidding civilians of lo- 
| calities which may become oper- 
| ational zones to leave their homes 
even in daytime. They were an- 
nounced as reports reached Lon- 
don of large-scale police round- 
ups between Paris and Le Havre 
and new partisan sabotage ex- 
ploits, 

In the affected areas, the use of 
all vehicles was banned, civilians 
were barred from the streets after 
dark, entertainment places and 
restaurants were closed, and the 
sale of alcohol forbidden. 

Radio Paris announced that all
